Claims 18-39 are allowed. The claim are allowable over the prior art because 
Hordoysky fails to teach a thioester as would be needed to modify the structure of 
Haberle et al. It is therefore not obvious to convert the carbamic ester of Haberle et al. 
into a thiocarbamic ester because the prior art provides no motivation to do so.
